Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 17 was amended to overcome the prior art of record eliminating a tactile signal limitation, the 
cancelling of this limitation would require further search and consideration. . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per claim 19, the applicant argues that 
Qureshi fails to teach a sequential arrangement of cells, and instead teaches thumbnails. Since a cell is not defined by the specification, 
the Examiner is to take the broadest reasonable interpretation, which in this case is a rectangular space for holding a value, text, or 
image. While the Examiner agrees that thumbnails are being portrayed, a cell is also taught by Qureshi that holds the thumbnail images. 
The Examiner is not replacing cells with thumbnails, merely stating the cells must be inherent by definition to hold the thumbnails of 
Qureshi. 

As per claim 21, the Applicant argues that Qureshi does not teach displaying a thumbnail when a cell is brushed. Since, thumbnails are 
persistently displayed as pointed out by the Applicant, upon brushing a cell, the thumbnail is displayed. While the thumbnails are always 
displayed as pointed out by the Applicant they are therefore displayed when brushing upon a cell. The language of the claim does not 
state that the thumbnail is shown only when brushing a cell. 

As per claims 5-8, the Applicants argue that Powerpoint does not suggest allowing a particular slide to be hidden. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees, Powerpoint distinctly points out hiding a slide, and it is inherent that data depicting a hidden attribute is inherent to 
accompany the slide. . 
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
